York. The New York exchange 
advances the margin to $25 a bale 
when the price exceeds 27 cents 
a pound. 

Under the OPA order, the basic 
margin will be $10 a bale. When 
the price at which the transac- 
is entered exceeds 25 cents 
a pound, the margin will be in- 
creased $10 a bale for each one 
cent or a portion of a cent over 
25 cents a pound.

In the General Motors settle- 
the union said adjustment 
of wage inequalities and “other 
economic clauses” granted brought 
the total hourly increase “well 
above” 19% cents an hour and

tories already won throughout the 
automobile industry.” 

However, Harry W. Anderson, 
GM vice president, when asked re- 
garding the union’s claim that ad- 
justments of wage inequalities 
would equal the “extra penny,” 
commented: 

“Well, that’s the union’s 
pretation.

will amount to. They’re to be 
dealt with on a local level and 
until they are, the amount cannot 
be determined.”

en days’ continuous operation: 
equal pay for women; preference 
on job transfers for employes with 
greatest seniority; a checkoff of 
union and general assessments: re- 
instatement of the contract which 
the corporation previously can- 
celed, and retroactive pay boosts 
of 13% cents an hour for time 
worked between last Nov. 7—two 
before the strike was

The unioff also added that GM 
had made the wage boost applica- 
ble to all miscellaneous units of 
employes. represented by the 
UAW. 

It added the corporation “failed 
in its endeavor to include in the 
proposed contract the _ so-called 
‘company security’ provisions and 
restrictions of the rights of the 
committeemen.”’ 

The GM wage boost represents 
a 16.5 per cent increase and makes 
the average hourly wage $1.30%+. 
This compared with $1.39 for Ford 
which granted an 18-cent hourly 
wage increase and $1.3214 for 
Chrysler, which authorized 
18% cents increase.

The long-awaited word got 
around like wildfire in southeast 
Atlanta when it finally came yes- 
iterday. And soon there were smil- 
ing men clustering around the 
headquarters of the United Auto 
_Workers’ Local No, 34, just across 
|'McDonough boulevard from the 
idle Chevrolet plant. 
| The nation-wide General Mo- 
| tors strike had just been settled in 
Detroit, and the Atlanta unioneers 
looked as if it was the best news 
they had heard since V-J Day. 


“We aren’t so happy, because 
now we've got to go back to work,” 
one of ‘em remarked facetiously. 
But the grin on his face belied 
his words. 

The prospect that the wheéls of 
industry will soon hum again in 
the plant across the street was 
good. So was the news that when 
they return to work they'll go 
back at a raise of 18% cents an 
hour, plus other wage ajustments 
and vacation provisions. 

GOOD FOR BUSINESS 

The news is good for business, 
too, in Atlanta as in Detroit and 
other industrial centers. The strike 
'has not only direetly affected 1,500 
'_UAW workers in Atlanta alone, 
but it has been a big tangle in the 
nation’s post-war  reconversion 
snarl. | 

Although settled, the strike is 
not actually over yet, however.

But the nations have shed 
their blood during five years of 
cruel war for the sake of liberty 
and the independence of their 
countries and not for the sake of

“It is clear that such a set-up of 
Mr. Churchill is incompatible with 
the existing treaty of alliance be- 
tween England and the Soviet 
Union.”

“Problems of the duration of a 
treaty have no sense if one of the 
parties violates the treaty and 
turns it into an empty scrap of 
paper,” he re-emphasized.

Record of 
Failure--and New Hope 


No thoughtful person can deny our prison 
system constitutes a record of failure. 

It has been improved through the centuries 
in so far as treatment of prisoners is concerned. The food is better, 
the prisoners are regarded as human beings and their food, recrea- 
tion, their working and living conditions are not as inhuman as 
they were a generation ago and certainly are not to be compared 
with conditions of a century or more ago. 


There are exceptions. These exceptions, of which southern states 
had more than their proper share, come along to shock us, recalling 
as they do there are men today who regard a man or woman in 
prison as little more than an animal. Cruelty, hunger, indignities 
and even death are visited upon them in these exceptiofis. 

But, generally, there is great improvement and it is a continuing 
process. 

But none can deny the system is a record of failure. It was set 
up, essentially, as a deterrent to crime. The idea was that imprison- 
ment would not merely remove the guilty from society but would 
cause others to stay their hand from crime. The secondary idea 
was that of rehabilitation. 


No fair-minded person of sensitive heart and mind can argue 
the system has succeeded. 


The contrary is true. 


Crime has Increased with the years. This is particularly true 
of crimes of violence. The softer method is no better, in so far as 
results are concerned, than the old. 

Our forebears branded drunkards with a “D” and punished 
those caught in adultery by branding with an “A”. (See Haw- 
thorne’s “Scarlet Letter.”) Our laws of today, although severe, 
produce no better results. 


We have just begun to go into the mental “why” and “where- 
fore” of crime. This is not the whole explanation of crime but it is 
an explanation of some crime. Also, the rehabilitation feature of 
our system, through probation under specially trained officers, is 
just now beginning to be tried here and there and, regrettably, is by 
no means general. 


Probation Report There is, in the South, fewer ef these mod- 


: ern probation offices than any other sec- 
tion. Because of the natural poverty of the southern states and, 
also, because of our political patronage methods, we have had 
through the years a generally low-grade lot of prison employes. Our 
convict guards included too many who were as brutalized as the 
worst convicts. Others may have been good men but they had no 
training whatsoever and regarded it as just a job. 


_ At hand is the copy of the Fulton county (Atlanta) adult proba- 
tion office activities for 1945. This report covers the first year of 
actual supervisory probation by specially trained officers. 

The results are startling and thrilling with their potentials. 

Several hundred persons were restored to citizenship. 

Of slightly more than 2,000 cases, an approximate 90 per cent can 
be classed as success cases. 

Only 14 per cent of those charged with crime in Fulton county 
were referred to the probation office. Of these a majority are first 
offenders. 

The probation office, averaging about 1,400 cases per year, costs 
Fulton county about $37,000, or an approximate six cents per pro- 
bationer per day. 

These men and women on probation had jobs. 
and spent, in 1945, an approximate $1,000,000. 

The cost to the county and state for keeping these persons in 
prison would have been about $500,000.

Meaning Probation and parole do not mean the same thing. 

Probation means release without prison stigma. 
Parole takes place after the prisoner has served in prison. Once a 
person has the prison label, rehabilitation is made enormously more 
difficult. 

About 52 per cent of those sent to prison and released on parole 
or completion of sentence, commit another crime. 

About 15 per cent of those referred to the probation offices of 
the nation thereafter commit another crime. 
meanors, however small.

The course would seem to be plain— 

Elect and appoint judges who know probation: establish and 
maintain with trained men and women probation offices and never 
permit them to become places filled. with political patronage. 

The dollars-and-cents bargain of it ought to be enough to arouse 
enough public opinion to sustain these offices and that policy. 


We Got Off Paving 
But It Didn't Rain 


If a sudden shower had fallen, at that particu- 
lar time on Sunday afternoon last, we would have 
been in serious trouble. Only about 30 miles from 

Atlanta, too. 

You see, we had decided on a Sunday afternoon ride in the car. 
Into the country, with the primary purpose of beginning the famili- 
arization of our recently arrived English daughter-in-law with Geor- 
gia. Georgia as not seen within the confines of Atlanta and Decatur. 

We did not want to go too far, what with the old car and the dan- 
ger of tiring its passengers. Wartime hiatus has disadjusted the nerv- 
ous system to long driving. We must get gradually into the swing 
again, before daring that contemplated trip into Florida. 

So we passed through Avondale and started down the highway 
to Conyers and Covington. Nice road, you recall, until you get pretty 
close to Conyers. Then it gets somewhat narrow and not so smooth. 
But not bad, not bad. 

Passing through Conyers we came to the forks and turned right, 
toward McDonough, forgetting that when last we followed this road 
—before the war—it was paved only part of the way. 

It is good paving, that “part of the way.” We rolled along smooth- 
ly and comfortably, enjoying the fields and the forests, pointing out 
the strange—to her—sights of last year’s cotton fields, some with 
cotton unpicked. And old corn patches, with the dead stalks tum- 
bled. We exclaimed over occasional peach or pear or plum trees in 
bloom and she conceded that, though far different, our Georgia 
countryside is as beautiful, in its way, as is the English countryside, 
in its way. 

Then the paving ended! 


A dirt road. Real Georgia red clay. 
Unscraped Red Clay Rutted and washboarded. Evidently un- 
scraped for some time. Rough and crooked. 

The critic beside the driver suggested four times within the first 
quarter mile it would be wise to turn around and go back the way 
we had come. The driver, though, is a stubborn fellow and he kept 
a’going. The car bumped ahd those in the back seat braced them- 
selves against the cushions. 

The road wound up gentle hills and down into shady hollows. 
Mostly the route led through the woods and it was semi-dark and 
picturesque and, if you lifted your eyes from the roadway, extreme- 
ly beautiful. 

Now and then a rattling, old wooden bridge led across shallow 
streams. 

(The front seat critic counted protruding nails, expecting tire 
trouble. But no tire deflated, no bridge collapsed. We got across, 
safely.) 

For some miles we saw no home, no building. The road was dry, 
with its deep ruts, but it was red clay and there was the frightening 
thought of what we should do if it should rain, suddenly and heav- 
ilv? It would, we knew, be so slippery it would be impassable. We 
had visions of, under such conditions, a car in the ditch, no house in 
sight, no telephone. But it didn’t rain. 

We met and passed two or three other cars, each skirting close 
to the ditch to get by on the narrow right-of-way. 

We overtook and passed four or five young Negro men, farm 
laborers out for a Sunday afternoon walk. That was all. 

Then, still bumping and winding down that 


Ai Last, a Wire road, we began to pass lone farm homes. An 
occasional country church. And there was, running beside the road, 
a single wire that indicated contact with the outside world. Tele- 
phone we hoped. It’s poles were not high and many of them would, 
obviously, fall at a push. The wire was loosely strung, sagging to 
the ground between poles. But it was a wire and we felt safer, 
somehow. 

The English girl said the scenery and the road seemed, somehow, 
more English than had the broad, paved highways we had left. It 
was not so straight, it wound up and down and around the little 
hills, it was darkened by the tall pine woods and the little streams 
sang and laughed as they danced across the stones, 

Then we came to a sign: “Detour, Road Under Construction.” The 
detour road was nothing but twin tire tracks across an open, newly 
plowed field. The more traveled track led around a pile of crushed 
stone. One Negro youth was walking. For the first time we asked 
directions. “Will we be able to get into McDonough by this road?” 
He smiled pleasantly and nodded, affirmatively. 

We kept on. And, rounding the pile of crushed stone, we rode 
onto a paved McDonough street within 50 feet. 

Ice cream cones in McDonough. And a smooth, easy ride into At- 
lanta via Moreland avenue and so, home to Decatur and Sunday 
supper of sandwiches, coffee, tea and cake. 

If it had rained though, we'd have written another chapter on 
behalf of better back-country roads in Georgia. Hf we had ever gotten 
home.

Truman Retains 
His Human Qualities 


WASHINGTON.—Whatever his other quali- 
ties may be, President Truman seems certain 
to go down in history as one of the most human 

chief executives the nation has ever had. 


Mr. Truman has been president now for nearly a year. That 
has offered time enough to judge him in the White House setting. 
He has changed little, if any, in that period. The office has not 
affected him, except to circumscribe his movements a bit more 
than when he was vice president and senator from Missouri.

He is still the same friendly, approach 
able person he was before being elevated to the highest office in 
the land. He is accessible to and sees more people than any presi- 
dent we have had in years. 


Neither does he have the aloofness that usually is associated 
with the presidency. More people probably address him by his 
first name of “Harry” than any chief executive of modern times. 
It is customary to address the holder of the office by the title of 
Mr. President, regardless of how intimate the relations. 


President Truman probably derives much of his easy informality 
from his long association with members of congress. He had been 
a member of the senate for 10 years before being elected vice 
president. Most senators call each other by their first names, and. 
there is a club atmosphere about it. 

But Mr. Truman’s human 


Manifested in Many Ways qualities have been manie 


fested in a number of ways other than this. He is, for instance, 
the first president we have had in years who would make informal 
visits to the capitol. In the past a president has seldom gone out 
to “the hill.” as it is called, except on some formal state occasion 
commanding his presence. 

Any number of times since assuming office almost a year ago 
Mr. Truman has slipped away from the White House for an in- 
formal luncheon at the capitol. Usually the luncheons are held 
in the office of Leslie Biffle, secretary vf the serate and an old 
As a rule they are attended by a dozen 
to 20 senators and congressmen, often taken from both parties. 

Once or twice also he had lunch with Speaker of the House Sam 
Rayburn in the speaker’s private quarters at the capitol, with only 
a few congressional leaders in attendance. It is getting to be a habit 
for capitol sight-seers to be startled by the unannounced appearance 
of the President, always accompanied by secret service men 

On another occasion he went over to the Post Office Department 
{o attend an informal luncheon given by Postmaster General Robert 
Hannegan, who, as his other guests, had a number of cabinet officers 
and congressional leaders. 

When. Lecause of the strike situation, Mr. Truman was forcad 
to cancel out his plans for the Florida trip, newspapermen in 
the White House press room were surpr.sed to look up from their 
desks one afternoon and find the President standing in the doorway. 
He just dropped in, unannounced, to apologize for cancelling out tne 
trip. Said he hoped none of them had dug into their expense money 


for the trip in advance. 

: On his frequent trips away from Washington 
Likes Company the President has been known to cali in some 
of the newspapermen and others for a triendly game of cards. He 
likes. company and an easy atmosphere always prevails at gathers 
ings of the kind. 

One day he hopped into a White House car and drove a few 
blocks away to the Washington bank where he does business. 
There is no record of any previous president ever handling his 
banking account in the same personal way. 

During a weekend cruise down the Potomac recently he had 
the presidential yacht, Williamsburg, stop off Quantico, at the 
Marine base. An early riser, Mr. Truman went ashore unannouced 
at 7:30 in the morning, much to the consternation of the comman- 
dant, who wanted to call.out the guard and put on all of the usual 
frills customary on an occasion of the kind. The President vetoed 
all formalities, insisting that he mevely was paying a pop call 

It is instances such as these that bring out the numan side of 
Mr. Truman. He is not allowing himselt be shielded by the 
power and the prestige of his office,

to show that the President retains his human qualities,

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Turpentine Worker 
Now a Man of Means 


The bottom rung on the Georgia labor ladder, 
the barefoot, ragged, tireless, lean-as-a-black-snake 
turpentine worker, on whom once even the saw- 

mill hand looked down, is a man of means now, with clothes on his 
back and money in his pocket and a free and independent outlook on 
life. 

For three days, from Saturday through Monday, riding the sand 
roads through the piney woods, I saw him walking out in his new 
store clothes, and heard him laughing and singing and dancing and 
frolicking. He was dressed in glorious raiment like a blade on Beale 
street, Memphis, or Auburn avenue, Atlanta. In fact in Harlem it- 
self you would not find a broad-brimmed flat-topped hat of brighter 
blue, with a gaudier feather nodding in it, nor a suit of clothes cut 
longer in the coat nor tighter in the leg at the ankles. 

So I didn’t stop to talk with him then, for he obviously had pleas- 
ure on his mind. But the other day I stopped by the side of the road 
where a turpentine crew was resting, and a big black man came over 
to the car and told me what had come to pass, economically, for the 
folks who live in the little tumbledown gray shacks of the turpen- 


tine camps. 

“Pay Riz Slow’ “It boils down like this,” he said. “We gits mo’ 
7 pay and we works less and we takes more time 
for pleasuring ourselves. I come in the woods in 1919 and in that 
time we gits 40 cents a thousand for pullin’ and 40 cents a thousand 
for chippin’. (‘‘Pulling”’ is streaking the tree with a sharp-edged hack 
on the end of a pole, high up, making a new raw, v-shaped cut from 
which the gum can flow. “Chipping” is doing the same thing low 
down, to start a young tree to producing, or to start a new “face” on 
an old tree. “A thousand” means a thousand “faces,” some older, 
larger trees having two.) “And we went in the woods at daylight 
and we didn’t come out till dark.” 

“The pay riz slow. In 1932 we was gittin’ 40 cents for pullin’, and 
50 cents for chippin’, which is harder on a man. In 1941 the price 
was up to $1 a thousand for chippin’, and $1 a thousand for pullin’. 
And it stayed on a standstill for about two years. Then the price for 
turpentine went up and a whole lot of the boys went off to the Army 
and labor was scarcer and scarcer, and the pay shot up. 

“Now we gits $4.50 for pullin’ and $5 a thousand for chippin’. 
And we goes in the woods about 8 o'clock and we comes out at 4. 
Pay day come we go to town, or we stay around and frolic and dance 
and drink some whiskey and gamble. Then we take Blue Monday to 
res’ up and git to feelin’ like work again.” 

Blue Monday, 1 found out later, is a traditional observance in the 
turpentine woods. In the old days pay day was always on the first 
Saturday in the month and the resulting celebration over Saturday 
night and Sunday made Blue Monday a necessity. No use taking a 
man to the woods who felt as if somebody was streaking the inside 
of his skull with a hack. But as labor grew scarcer and the com- 
petition for hands became Keener, some turpentine operators began 
paying off twice a month, making two Blue Mondays necessary. 
Then some started paying four times a month, and the remaining 
Mondays became days of rest and rehabilitation.

rise in wages has been paralleled by a decrease in production. In 
the old low-wage days a man, by staying at it from dawn to dark 
and 51% days a week, could chip 8,000 to 10,000 faces in a week. 
Exceptional workers could chip as high as 14,000. Now there’s hard- 
ly a one at work who will chip 6,000, for in addition to Blue Mon- 
day, many hands now like to take Friday off, resting up, apparently, 
for the weekend rug-cutting. 

“Most folks would pay a $300 account for a hand who would 
chip 6,000 a week steady,” one man said. (“Paying an account” 
is an old system, smacking somewhat of peonage, whereby when a 
turpentine worker transfers from one man’s camp to another, his 
new employer pays whatever the worker owes the old boss, trans- 
ferring the debt as well as the man.) 

Another thing causing the turpentine operator some concern is 
the falling birth rate of the turpentine worker. Not so many babies 
are playing around the cabins as there used to be. And there is 
no chance of recruiting labor from outside the woods. A man born 
in the city, even €@ man born on a piney woods farm, does not go 
into turpentine work. It is not a skilled trade, but it is a traditional 
one, like lobster fishing. Nor are the boys who left the woods to 
go to war coming back. One out of five, perhaps, returns to the 
woods, but only to take some job such as driving a truck. The old 
days of plentiful labor, born to the woods, are gone. And there are 
some who see with their passing the end of the naval stores in- 
dustry as it has been known, unless somebody can invent a ma- 
chine, like a midget caterpillar tractor, perhaps, that can go where
